U.S. President Jimmy Carter 
came away from his meeting with 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat on 
Wednesday with bolstered optimism 
on the prospects for a settlement. 
Israeli sources reported this yester- 
day after Premier Menahem Begin 
and Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan 
had heard a report of the Carter- 
Sadat summit from U.S. Am- 
bassador Samuel Lewis. 

Carter's optimism rested on his 
powerful impression of Sadat's 
sincerity in seeking peace rather 
than on any substantive shift in 
Egypt's position, the sources said, 

Egypt was still demanding “self- 
determination" for the Palestinians 
and saying this demand was not sub- 
ject to negotiation. For Israel, the 
sources observed, the rejection of 


“self-determination” was equally 
unequivocal and not subject to 
negotiation. 


Nevertheless, the sources pointed 
to ‘‘a most encouraging 
development" on the Egyptian side 
— Sadat's statement, reported in 
yesterday's Post, that the choice of 
Jordan’s King Hussein as the 
Palestinians’ representative “would 
make the peace process a@ lot 
easier.” This was an open and ob- 
vious break with the Rabat 
resolutions (which gave the PLO the 
sole right to speak for Palestinians), 
the sources noted. 

Yesterday's 90-minute meeting’ 
between the U.S. envoy and Begin 
and Dayan was not — yet — the start 
of the more active U.S. mediation ef- 
fort which is now expected, Israeli 
sources said. Lewis confined himself 
to delivering a report of Carter's 
talks with Sadat, and earlier in the 
week with the Shah of Iran and the 
Kings of Jordan and Saudi Arabia. 

Washington has not yet submitted 
its own compromise proposals to 
break the deadlock between Egypt's 
demand for ‘‘self-determination"’ 
and Israel's offer of ‘‘self-rule."’ But 
observers here believe this could

The reported surprise meeting 
between the congressmen and a 
terrorist organization not officially 
recognized by the U.S. Government 
followed Arafat's criticism in recent 
speeches of Washington's policy in 
the Middle East.

Asked what he expected Begin 
might do at his moshav, Regev 
answered, ‘‘We expect that he will 
enrich our cultural atmosphere and, 
as our movement leader, he will 
strengthen us. He will be able to do 


whatever he wants —- write books or 
even work on the farm.” 

Moshav members would not point 
te 8 specific house which has been 
reserved for the Begins because of 
security reasons, but they said that 
one of the 10 vacant houses has been 
set aside and that {t offers a beautiful 
view of the sea. 

Regev said that in a meeting with 


: Begin within the next few days, he 


will tell the Prime Minister that the 
moshav is fully behind his peace in- 
itiative, but would Uke clarification 
on the issue of sovereignty and what 
life would be like here if the settlers’ 
fear comes true of Egyptian 
sovereignty. 

*“'We do not want Egyptian 
sovereignty. but we are not willing to 
abandon our settlement, and we will 
not move somewhere else at any 
price,"" said Regev. 

“We know Begin well," Regev con- 
tinued. “If he comes to the point that 
he has to offer Egyptian sovereignty 
over our moshavim, then we are 
sure that he will also worry about 

‘providing Israeli security and ser- 
vices.” 


Vietnam troops

BANGEOK (AP). — Vietnamese 
military units are pushing decper 
into Cambodia and may be as close 
as 55kms. from the capital of Phnom 
Penh, reliable Thai intelligence 
‘sources said yesterday.

In a rare honour, the gold medal of 


the French Academy was presented © 


Jast night to Dr. Andre Chonragui, 
former deputy mayor of Jerusalem. 
The medal, normally reserved for 
foreign heads of state, was bestowed 
on Chouraqui for his literary work, 
particularly his recently published 
26-volume French translation of the 
Olid and New Testaments. The 
presentation was made by French 
Consul-General Pierre Bitard in a 
ceremony at the French consulate in 
Jerusalem. : 

In accepting the award, Chouraqui 
said his bible translation could only 
have been written in Jerusalem, 
which symbolizes the renaissance of 
the Jewish nation and Hebrew 
language. The translation, hailed as 
“ta grand adventure of the spirit" by 
Andre Malraux, relates the original 
language to the historical context. 

In addition to the translation, he 
has written 25 books which have 
been translated into nine languages. 
One of these books, “Letter to an 
Arab Friend,” has been read by in- 
tellectuals throughout the Arab 
world. In it, Chouraqui speaks of his 
admiration for the world of Islam 
and discusses the rich history and 
hopeful prospects of Arab-Jewish 
relations from the vantage of a 
Jewish scholar of Islam. 

In an interview last night, 
Chouraqui said he was certain that 
the book had had a direct influence 
on the momentum towarda peace. “I 
gave them hope that it was 
possible,"" he said. King Hassan of 
Morocco, who had read the book, in- 
vited Chouraqui to visit him last 
March, making him the first Isreeli 
ever to be openly invited by an Arab 
head of state. Another Arab leader.

BEERSHEBA. — Minister of Labour 
and Social Affairs Israel Katz 
suggested here yesterday that all of 
Israel's medical school graduates be 
required to spend a number of years

Thief fakes suicide after conviction

The president of the 4,200-student 
university has made a formal 
apology. But demands that Alley be 
fired have been answered with a un- 
animous statement of support for the 
tenured professor by the faculty. 

“I see Jesus as really a Jew," 


Alley was quoted by the “Richmond

New U.S. rule restricts contacts of 
Moscow staff with Soviet citizens _

WASHINGTON. — A new State . 
Department rule requiring U.S. 
diplomats in Moscow to get advance 
approval from the U.S. ambassador 
for any meetings they may have with 
ordinary Soviet citizens hag serious- 
ly restricted such contacts, accor- 
ding to official sources here. 

As a result, according to the 
sources familiar with the effect of 
the new procedure; the quality and 
volume of information based on con- 
tacts with Soviet citizens has declin- | 
ed. 


Moreover the ruling clearly 
marks a shift in the Carter Ad- 
ministration's policy toward dissent 
in the Soviet Union. After starting 
with open for political dis- 
sidents that even included the 
president's personal letter to one of 
their leaders, the Administration has 
decided to cut down the number of 
contacts with dissident Russians in 
favour of quiet diplomacy similar to 
that pursued by former Secretary of 


State Henry Kissinger. 

State Department officials on~ 
Wednesday denied assertions that 
the number of contacts of U.S. per- 
sonnel in Moscow had fallen off, or 
that the embassy's reporting had 
been adversely affected. 

Officials. described the new 
procedure, which went into effect 
last summer, as ‘‘a matter of 
operating procedure” that permits 
Ambassador Malcolm Toon to keep 
“close tabs" on his staff. 

Under the new rule, the entire staff 
of the U.S. embassy ‘in Moscow and. 
their -are required to give a 
24-hour notice of plans to meet with 
Soviet citizens. Only a few of the 130-

. Lest you think that the momentum has all been 
coming trom outaide Israel, let me point out that 
we have also done our share. The Foreign 
Minister explained on the television Friday night 
magazine programme that he did not say what 
we heard and saw him saying in the Knesset 
debate.

philosophers, bent on formulating 
general principles. Dr. Arie Peled, of 
the Haifa Technion, spoke of

Moses’ sons 


BIBLICAL BYWAYS 
Louis I, Rabinowitz 


ELJJAS, the Gaon of Vilna who 
founded the Ashkenazi community of 
Jerusalem, claimed descent from 
Moses — at least according to a well- 
written and otherwise accurate arti- 
ele I have come across on his dis- 
ciples, the Perushim. 

I wrote to the author or the articie, 
asking for his source, and he 
referred me to a statement in 8 re- 
cent publication. 1 communicated 
with its author, and he told me that 
he had heard this verbally, he 
thought, from the late Prof. Joel 
Joseph Rivlin. © 

A passage in Exodus 6:14-26, 
which forms part of the portion read 
on 
this. Its purpose is to give the 
genealogy of the brothers Moses an 
Aaron, and it has every appearance 
of being the first portion of a com- 
plete genealogical table of the 
‘Twelve Tribes in the order of their 
birth. It therefore starta with 
Reuben, continues with Simeon and 
soncludes with Levi, from whom 
Moses and Aaron descended. But 
having fulfilled its purpose, it does 
not continue with the other brothers. 


With regard to Moses, the. 


genealogy ends with him; in the case 
of Aaron, it continues for two 
generations 

‘The abrupt stop with Moses, com- 
pared with the continuation with 
regard to his brother, is significant. 
Aaron was the progenitor of the 
priestly caste and established a 
chain of worthy tradition that per- 
sists to this day. This was not so with 
Moses. To ‘put it prosaically and in 
the vernacular, he not only did not 
establish a dynasty, but he “had no 
nachas (enjoyment) from his 
children.” 

Although the birth of his two sons 
is recorded (2:32 and 18:4), they are 
not mentioned in the Pentateuch. In 
Judges 18:30-31 we read of Jonathan, 
the son of Gershom, the son of 
Manaaseh, who with his sons 
ministered to the graven image of 
Micha. The reading is Manasseh, but 
the nun is suspended. The real 
reading was Moshe — Moses — but 
the suspended nun was inserted to 
turn it into Manaaseh out of respect 
for the memory of the Lawgiver. .

Q: Your excellency Mr. President: 
Mr. Begin's lightning and unschedul- 
viait to Ismailiya has ended. In 
this visit, we flew for him only two 
flags: one at the gate of the 
hresthouse and the second behind the 
rostrum at which you sat at the ma- 
jor preas conference — and without 
us putting up a single picture of his. 
‘Although he has returned to hig coun- 
try, the dialogue continues in the 
Israeli newspapers and Knesset ag 
well as in the news media. Are the 
reports being published in the worid 
mere trial balloons or sheer “news 
items'’ which they fire off ta deter- 
mine our reaction? What is going on 
around us and, consequently, in our 
hearts as a reaction to this? 

Sadat: Begin’s visit was not exact- 
ly a surprise. I expected the visit to 
take place, but not with this speed. I 
had announced at a press conference 
in Jerusalem that I was prepared to 
receive him in Egypt at any time he 
‘wanted. This is so because following 
my visit to Jerusalem and my 
speech to the Knesset, he would have 
the right to do the same thing. 

T also told him: I am prepared to 

invite you to come to me in Sinai. 
Begin then laughed and said: “AndT 
am also ready to invite you to come 
to me in Sinai also."’ I did not need to 
tell him that any place in Sinai ia a 
place in my country. It was un- 
derstood that I would not invite him 
to make an official and popular visit 
and fly flags and put up his pictures, 
‘as they did for me in Israel. His 
‘military forces still occupy a part of 
‘my land, and the man understood 
this. 
When Begin asked to meet Presi- 
dent Carter, Carter quickly 
honoured Begin's request. Begin 
went to the U.S. and held several 
meetings there and also in the Euro- 
pean capitals while on his way to and 
from the U.S. 

Then he offered to visit me in 
Egypt. I chose Ismailiya and it was a 
coincidence that the day of the visit 
was a Sunday, Christmas Day, and 


io my birthday. Begin sent word’ 


clining to make the visit on that 
day because he did not notice that 
day was a special day for me. 

But 1 assured him that the meeting 
with him was far too important than 
the special occasion. As had happen- 
ed in Jerusalem, eve took 
place publicly. I do not believe that 


there can be a more clear and wider - 


publicity than the one offered by 
radio, television and the press, 
because everything was seen and 
heard by millions all over the world. 
Not only our words, but our whispers 
and breathing resounded throughout 
the world. 

We also agreed publicly to an- 
nounce what we had achieved and 
to defer the armounce- 
ment of what we had disagreed upon, 
because it is not to solve 10- 


| year-old military problems, political 


Problema going back decades and 
psychological problems dating back 
to hundreds of years. There are 


countless problems and details. All 


these things require a discussion to 
be carried out at the ministerial 
level. However, the final decisions 
are made at the level of political 
leaders. There can be ‘numerous 


views arid trial balloons, but what's 
‘Ultimately \iportant is te what we 


will affix oii signature,’ that is, the 
final agreement on specific things 


which would be achieved immediate- 


ly or by phases or stages, as has 
happened and as will happen in all 
post-war agreements. 

For example, what.is being said 
about Sharm e-Sheikh now. I have 
said in a previous interview with the 
“October” magazine and on televi- 
sion also that Sharm e-Shetkh is 
Egyptian and will continue to be 
Egyptian exactly like Cairo. There is 
no doubt about this and there is no 


controversy over it whatsoever. We . 


have not discussed this for one sim- 
Ple reason. And that is that the 
withdrawal from Sinai is a principle 
which was decided on right from the 
start.,Therefore, there is no meaning 
to what.ja being said that the Jews 
are qemundmg its lease for a short 
or long period of time because 
Sharm e-Sheikh, even to the Jews, is 
not important. Thus they do not need 
it. Even if it had any significance 
and even if voices are raised in 
Israel about its importance and 
vitality, they have no right to it 
because it is part of Sinai from which 
ἃ complete withdrawal has been 
decided upon. This is a fact and we 
Tust nat return to it, regardless of 
any trial balicons that’ are sent up 
concerning it. 

T still advise my people and 
Kinsmen not to become emotional so 
easily for we have passed the phase 
of emotion and fear. Everything has 
ended. We are now discussing 
something more important than this. 
We in Egypt are discussing building 
and reconstruction. I am eager to 
streas this so as to be able to say that 
we have finished with the problems 
of withdrawal and we must turn to 
our domestic problems from which 
military and fore{gn problems have 
kept us for a long time. I shail con- 
tinue to affirm thia, and I would give 
many details about it, had these 
details not been left to the ministers 
in the military and political com- 
mittees to discuss and decide upon. 

8: Mr. President, some of these 
reports and balloonz have come 
from the Israeli Knesset and this 
must have a special significance. 

Sadat: In Israel there are very dif- 
eult and extremely complicated 
special political conditions, and any 
political leader needs to maneouvre 
and wage fierce battles. They have 
small and numerous political par- 
ties. They have political and 
religious blocs as well as political- 
religious blocs. All of these must be 
convinced together. And everything 
must be discussed. They are not 
easily reassured about anything that 
is said on the official or information 
levels. 

It is enough to give one example of 
the extent of the difference in the 
views of their leaders: Golda Meir 
Saya that the word ‘Palestine’ is not 
fourid in the political dictionary and 
therefore the question as far as the 
territory and people are concerned 
could not be part of the agenda of 
any discussion in which she takes 
part. Menahem Begin, on the other 
hand, almost says that it ia the word 
“Israel” that has no place and that 
“Palestine" is the correct religious 
word for anyone who lives on the 
Land of Israel and the Land of 
Palestine and that there are two 
kinds of sons of Palestine — a 
Palestinian Jew and a Palestinian 


Arab or a Palestinian Jew, Mosiem 
Christian.

Moreover, there are very sharp 
differences over the establishment 
of the State of Israel itself; there are 


President Anwar Sadat displayed an un- 
derstanding of Israeli politics and 
politicians, customs and attitudes, in a wide- 
ranging interview with Anis Mansour, 
Editor of the prestigious Egyptian magazine 


Israelis.

“In Israel there are two rabbis who 
sit together and do not speak 
because they disagree on all the 
principles of religion more than the 
leaders differ on all the truisms of. 
political questions. 

This is their business and their 
problem. Nevertheless, this means 
that there are differences of 8 
different kind in the Iaraeli political 
arena and in the religious arena. All 
this will impose on them political, 
parliamentary and party re- 
quirements completely different 
from ours. This will be repeated | 
many times so long as we continue to 
negotiate with them, because the 
nature of negotiation will be for them 
to disagree among themselves and 
for us to disagree with their govern- 
ment. Their government has another 
duty to perform and that ia to can- 
vince those opposed and those in 

-favour. Therefore, we must not be 
greatly affected by their discussions. 
and sharp quarrels for this is their 
nature, and this is their political 
method, and their way during elec- 
tions and in the government. We 
must wait without fear, otherwise we 
would be like the ‘‘rejectionist’ 
‘children who were afraid of my visit 
-to Jerusalem and are still in a state 
of fear lest the Egyptian and the 
Arab cause would be lost. 

We are no longer afraid of 
anything. Neither will the voice of an 
opposing view nor its echo frighten 
us. Moreover, Israel is not afraid of 
what I said to them. However, all of 
us are serious and understand 
everything. This is what matters in 
theend. . τ 

Q: Many have noticed that you 
were very serious on the day of the 
press conference in Ismailiya — to 
be more accurate and concise, you 
were sullen — which the people have 
mot been accustomed to seeing in 
you. This had made the people say 
and repeat that the Jews had not 
made to you on your birthday any 
“concessions” or given a reply to 
your historic initiatives? 

Sadat: We must not use the word 
“concessions” because it is a word 
that the other side uses. By 
withdrawing from Arab territory, 
they will not be making concessions 
or giving us gifts. We will be regain- " 

“ng. our “and and taking “what we“ 
8. : 

“They call them “concessions” 
because the territory has been in 
their possession for 10 years. Many 
of them do not object to this state 
continuing for ever. However, this 
will not happen after today. This is a 
‘fact we have reached and this has no 
connection with my birthday or the 
birthday of anyone else. 

The question is more serious than 
for him to give me land because of 
my birthday or to have lunch in 
Ismailiya..

However, it 15 certain that we got, 
many things which it would have 
been impossible to get so quickly by 
any other means.

It had been agreed that we should 
deal with general principles in 
Ismailiya. I had announced this 
before Begin's arrival, This was the 
agreement between us, this in itself 
is a very important historic achieve- 
ment. However, what happened was 
something more important and 
greater than this: Begin came aid 
brought a complete plan on 


. withdrawal from.the occupied 


territories. 

Maybe this passed without people 
realizing its importance and 
seriousness. The seriousness — the 
seriousness that Israel presented a 
plan — is that this is the. first time 


since the establishment of the State ἡ 


of Israel that the Jews presented 


‘we come up with a specific plan for 
discussion together. We might agree 
or and we would leave the

This was at the insistence of my 
children, because they wanted to 
have the opportunity for us to get 
together. Many days and weeks 
would go by without me seeing them, 
because of my preoccupation with 


On my birthday, I prefer to go to 
Mit Abu el-Kom (my birthplace). 
It is a plece which suits my psy- 
chological frame of mind. I like to sit 
alone and occupy myself with what 
is with me. There are many feelings 
in me that I would like to deal with, 
thinking about my life and the people 
around me. I would like to ait alone 
and contemplate in total serenity 
and calmneas. I tried this several 
thmes and I look forward to such a 
time. 

Therefore, such celebrations, 
which are strange to me as a pea- 
sant, do not make me happy but keep 
me away from myself and seclusion. 
As a peasant, I am not used to such 
opulence as are people in the cities. I 
do not like birthday cakes or birth- 
day celebrations. I do not like 
engagements or wedding rings. 
These are luxuries. A goiden or a 
metal ring is not binding. What binds 
people together is not a ring but deep 
and sincere relations. I am not ask- 
ing the people to act like me but this 

is my personal taste. I don't like liv- 
ing in the city, nor do I prefer the city 
and its opulence over the simple 
village life and its people. 

Therefore, my birthday was like 


any other day’ which I start early 
with work ‘and: th work. All

were safe and acknowledged their 
legitimate presence among us, that 
turned their convictions upside 
down. The Jewish people lived for 
thousands of years without anyone 
pledging thelr security and safety. 
They never before had been called 
legitimate ‘by en enemy who wanted 

᾿ to be at peace with them. 

The problem of the Jews differa 
completely from ours. We discuss, 
the problem of food security, that is," 
that every man should be free from 
‘hunger and thirst — no. we do not 
know thirst. However, they in Israel 
cannot find water. No, in igrae! they 


do not suffer from the’ probiem of- 


food security because food is no 
problem, but security is. Life itself ia 
their problem. They are not 
threatened by a tack of food or hous- 
ing. But they are threatened in mere- 
iy maintaining an existence. That is 
why they have been truly terrified by 
‘the slogans ‘We will bury you in the 
sea. '' That Is why the word 

ἢ means “‘life,"” — that is, 
to be or not to be. 

When we in Egypt introduced 
freedoms, our happiness was im- 
mense because mere life or ex- 
istence is not our problem. We take 
life for . However, in israel 
nobody knows if he will be alive or 
dead the next day. That is why they 
are all conscripted, because they all 
are afraid. They all are reluctant 
because they are all conscripted. Ifa 
Bar-Lev Line is demolished for them 
then they would set up another in 
their heartland. This is a fact. 

They have another complex, the- 
complex of “Masada,” that fortress 
their forefathers continued to defend 
until death. They do not want Israel 
to be another Masada to defend until 
they become extinct. They do not 
want to become extinct and that is 
why they are afraid. That is why 
they fortify themselves behind for- 
tresses, Bar-Lev lines, aggression, 
‘trickery, and abstention from dis- 
cussions and negotiations. 

If they ‘enter into discussions and 
negotiations, they do not want to 
achieve anything but keep the situa- 
tion as it is. That is why they hope 
the Arabs will have differences and 
fail to achieve agreement on any 
view so that they can keep their 
military forces on Arab land, that is, 
50 that they can always fight outside 
’ their borders just as the U.S. has 

never fought on its own land. 

Thus Begin's step in coming with 
“a plan” was a positive action. It is 
positive because the Jews now have 
a feeling of security. They have this 
feeling because they saw I was 
serious in my call for peace. 

Q: We no longer know what the 
Soviet Union is doing. Is the Soviet 
Union silent or is it waiting? 

Sadat: The Soviet Union 
denounces everything, beginning 
* with my trip to Jerusalem, to the 
convening of the Cairo Conference, 
and Begin's visit, despite the fact 
that the Soviet Union claims that it is 
under pressure by Syria. In fact, Ido 
not know who is pressuring who. One 
is worse than the other and one is 
more of a liar than the other.

» Q:-There are conflicting, stumbl-.

Ifound out that this statement, if 
true, would create great difficulties 
for us at the negotiations, Despite 
the fact that in such instances I do 
not comment on what the 

+ ewspapers or news agencies say, I 
requested an immediate and official 
notification. 

if this is true, then Carter has plac- 
ed before me an obstacle which re- 
quires tremendous efforts to sur- 
mount and overcome. 

We must anticipate many 
differences regarding this obstacle 
in Israel and elsewhere. Those 
reviewing what the Israeli papers 
say or what international 
newspapers attribute to them will 
find that differences of views have 
begun to appear and that these will 

. Therefore, the situation 
demands that we be vigilant and not 
draw conclusions in advance. We 
have taken very big strides and the 
course we will follow is one of 
dialogue which is more difficult then 

and war. But we must not 
for a moment forget that we are ina 
better and stronger position. 

1 am optimistic, I will continue to 
be so because I have justification for 
all this. Believe me and wait. The 
world around us has chenged.

But no answer has so far been given to the nagging question as 
to why the offer should have been made by Israel as the opening 
- gambit in negotiations and, it seems, without any strings at- 
tached to the West Bank. The Egyptian diplomats, who must 
have expected a spell of hard bargaining were probably as 
much taken aback by the sweepingly charitable gesture as the 
people in Israel, 

Under the Israeli proposals, Sinai's air space would evidently 
be closed to the airforce. That is bound to hurt. Reservations 
were, however, entered for the continuance of the Jewish 
settlements in the peninsula, under Israeli administration and 
Israeli armed protection. 

How this would work out in practice — would, for example, 
Israeli troops be placed behind or around the Rafiah Ap- 
proaches? — might presumably be left for the talks scheduled to 
begin in another ten days in Jerusalem. But the concept itself is 
sbrouded in mystery. 

When the Rafiah project was launched, five years ago, it had 
avery clear purpose: to assure a sovereign Israeli presence in a 
buffer zone of great strategic significance. Now that the entire 
area is to revert to Egypt, Agriculture Minister Sharon — one of 
the project's founding fathers, as an army general — is advising 
the irate settlers there to look beyond their tomato sheds to their 
national mission. . 

He [5 right, of course. But what would that national mission be 
in Egypt's land — and with a UN flag flying overhead? 

A clarification might have been ‘n order before any more 
settlements were allowed to sprout in the area. Instead, work on 
eight new villages beyond Yamit was started just two days ago 
— evidently with the full knowledge and approval of the Govern- 
ment. : 

The issue of the southern Approaches pales, however, in com- 
parison with the question of settlements across the ‘green line”’ 
in Judea and Samaria. During the Alignment regime, these 
were in the main planned so as to stake out a claim for new 
defensible borders somewhere west of the Jordan. Mr. Begin 
claims that the idea.of a territorial compromise is aimply un- 
realistic: it is in fact, an obstacle to a peace agreement. .- 

- At the same time, he is unalterably committed to the Jews’ 
unfettered right to settle anywhere in Judea and Samaria. His 
attempted solution of this dilemma has been the autonomy 
scheme. ᾿ 

The solution is already meeting some considerable dif- 
ficulties. Most of the Jewish settlers across the armistice line 
are united in resistance to any measure of Arab rule over their 
lives; and unless they receive satisfaction that autonomy will 
not affect them in any way, which might be next to impossible, 
they will refuse to stay on. That would be the effective end of all 
settlement in the area. 

Moreover, there is little sign that autonomy in Mr. Begin's 
version — conceived, that is, as a permanent and not as an in- 
terim arrangement — is any less of an obstacle to peace than 
territorial compromise. 

If there is reason to believe otherwise, the Premier has not 
brought it out. The reactions from Aswan and Washington — 
and even, though less audibly. from Amman — suggest that only 
8 transitional Israeli trusteeship over the West Bank would be 
acceptable. 

The question troubling Israelis is, what would be the outcome 
of such a limited-duration regime. call it autonomy or 
trusteeship. If the answer is a Palestinian state — or even entity 
— then any such regime must be ruled out. President Sadat in 
his very latest comments on the subject seems to have indicated 
that, as far as he is concerned, Palestinian self-determination 
could adequately be exercised in an autonomous district of Jor- 
dan. President Carter appears to have concurred. 

But such a proposal is simply another way of saying that 
Israel should revert back to the 1967 border, which cannot be 
considered acceptable. 

Given all these questions about the implications of the 
government's proposals, little wonder that the public is per- 
turbed.

Sir, — With reference to letters in 
The Jerusalem Post dealing with the 
ownership of Sinat (July 7, 1871, 
November 6, 1978 and January 1, 
1978), it seems to me appropriate to 
refer to the statement of the late 
Colonel Meinertzhagen, a leading 
British Middle Hast expert who serv- 
ed as chief political officer in 
Palestine amd Syria and military 
adviser to the Middie East Depart- 
ment of the Colonial Office. Shortly 
after the Sinai campaign of 1958, he 
wrote in “The Times": ‘‘Israe] has 
invaded no-man's-land and it is a 
question whether we or the United 
Nations have any right to compel her 
to withdraw from e country which 
belongs to nobody." 

On historical and legal grounds, 
Egypt's claim to sovereignty over 
Sinai is even more questionable than 
Arab claims to other parts‘of the ad- 
mainistered territories.
